HE Garrifon of Reggio which was 

made Prifoners of War by the Impe- 

rialifts, confifted of 400 Men; and ‘tis 

faid there were found in the Place 

27 Pieces of Cannon, with a great 
Quantity of Arms, Ammunition and Provifions, and 
1oo Load of Hay. Prince Eugene has left fome 
Horle about Modena and Mirandola, to keep thofe 
Places block’d up: And rumour'd, that the 
Duke of Parma having hada ferfonal Conference 
wih him in Parma, engag’d himfelf to give him 
Pofedion of Placentia for a Place of Arms. We 
lata by the Way of Mantua, that General Toral- 
bi and the Count de Medavi intreach themfelves 
frongly on the Oglio with their Troops, the better 
wdilpute the Prince of Heife’s Paffage of that Ri- 
ver, 
Cremona, Auguft 18. The 14th Inftane the French 
Garifon in Reggio, who had 2 Nights before quic- 
rd the Town and retir’d “into the Caftle, yielded 
temlclves Prifoners at Difcretion to the Imperi- 


iis. Whereupon Prince Eugene put fome Trdop* 


imo the Caftle. The 15:h that Prince march’d 
fom Reggio, and the 16th pafs’d the Lenza and 
«ved the Durchy of Parma. The 17¢h he ad- 
aic'd to Sr, Donino a Village within 3 Leagues of 
Plicentia, as if he intended to b:fiege that Place. 
bt the Duke of Orleans fent thither vother Day 
tBatallions and 5 Regiments of Horfe to defend 
it with the urmoft Vigour. Yefterday his Royal 
Highnefs caus'd all his Army to pafs the Po, over a 
Bridge of Boats. which he had caus‘d to be laid at 
Guftalla: But he has left fome Troops to guard 
tat Bridge and his Camp which he had caus’d to 
very well intrench’d. He is come hither, wait- 
ng the comi>g up of his Army ; and has fent to 
tie Prince of Vaudemont to come and hold a great 
Council of War with him, to confider what is beft 
be done in the prefent difficuls Juncture of Af- 
lus. "Tis talk’d, that in Caie it be judg’d proper 
0 follow Prince Rugene, who feems refolv’d to pe- 
mirate to Piemont, our Foot will be put into Carts 
id Waggons, to endeavour to fetch up the 2 Days 
“aca he has already gein’d of us. In the mean 
iwe the good Meafures he has taken, have already 
Cigdthe Duke of Orleans to fend back to the 
vise de Ja Veuillade the Horfe he had fent to him, 
‘cow 6 Battalions into Tortone and 15 in- 
Pavia, 

from the Am#erdam Courant, dated Sept. 4. 
fom the Cainp of the Hereditary Prince of Heffe- 
“i'l atla Volta, Auz. 20. All the Heffian Troops 
drawn together ar Valeggio the 16ch Inftanr, 
being jown'd by the Body of Forces commanded 
caeral Werzel, we all pafs’d the Mincio over 2 
“ges laid ac Borgketto.

The 18th {ome Cannon-fhor 
were fir'd into. the Town, and the Governour was 
fummon’d to furrender ; which he refufing, Fafcines 
were got ready and Preparations made for {caling 


-the Wail. By the so:h ac Night all was ready, 
-and this Morning very early DifpoGtions being made 


for the Affault the. Goyegnour was fummoa’d once 
more ; than he offer'd™to. capitulate, not daring to 
ftand a Storm: The Prince of Hetfe demanded that 
the Garrifon fhould.render themfelves Prifone:s of 
War, bur they would not yield to it; and we having 
no heavy Cannon, and being unwilling to lofe Time, 
the faid Garrifon confifting of 300 Men was allow'dto 
march out with al! Marks of Hencur, their Arms and 
Baggage. Accordingly they are ma:ch’d our, ro be con- 
ducted to Cremona, and we kave pur a Garrifon into 
the Town and Caftle. The Enemy might have miade 
a good Defence, having befides the faid 3009 Men 
a great number of Peafants that had retir’d into the 
Place, which is fortified with a double Wall and 
Ditch and feverzl Battions, and was well provided 
with Cannon, Ammunition, and Provifions, which 
are now become ours. !

Infpruch, Aug. 24. Oar laft Le:ters from lialy ad- 
vif=, that Prince Eugene before he continued his 
Marci to Piement, put good Garrifons into Reggio, 
Carpi, Final de Modena, and la Badia, to preferve 
a Communication wih the Trentin, and with the 
Horfe which he has Ie%t to block up Modena and 
Mirandola. Some Levers add, that the Junction 
of the Vanguard cf Prince Evgene’s Army with the 
Duke of Savoy’s Troors, would be to Day. 

From the Camp before Turin, Aug. 21. The 16th of 
this Month the Reficged f{prung a Mine under the 
Cover’d-Way ; which biew up one of our Batteries, 
buried 6 Cannon, 18 Gunners, 1 Lieutenant Colo- 
nel, 3 Captains, and between 2 and 300 Soldiers ; 
only 50 Men of them were fav’d out of the Rub- 
bith, and thofe are all maim’d on dangeroufly 
wounded. The 17th the Enemy fprung anothet 
That Day 
the Duke de la Feuillade receiv’d Advice, that Prince 
Eugene after having taken the Caftle of Reggio at 
Difcretion, had pafs’d the Lenza, and that he was 
marching through the Parmefan diretly towards 
Stradella, with an Army of 30000 Men, with De- 
fign to force that Paffage and come to fuccour Turin. 
Whereupon he immediately fent an Exprefs for the 
Horfe and Dragoons which he lately fent to rein- 
force the Duke of Orleans’s Army. to return with all 
Expedition to this Camp. The 18th we work’d to 
perfec our Batteries and Lodgments on the Cover’d- 


Way, as alfo to make a Defcent into the Ditch of - 


the Countcrguard, and 2 Lodgments in the Places 
of Arms that are over againft the Half-Moon. The 
fame Day the Duke of Savoy came and encamp'd, 
bis Right at Chieri and his Lefc at Santena on the 
other fide of the Po, with 3000 Horfe, 2 Battallions 
of Foor, and fome Militia. Whereupon, the Duke 
de la Feuillade fent Order to the Troops which we 
haye onthe Hills near the Capuchins, to keep = 

their 
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their Guard ; he likewife feat them aReinfor¢ement; 
agi reinforc’d with 300 Horfe and as many Dra- 
goons the Troops that guard the Bridge of Com- 
munication on the Po below the City, with Order 
to patroll continually between the Hills and the Po. 
“The 19th an Hour before Day, 500 of the Enemy's 
Horfe appear'd, having each a Sack of Powder be- 
hind him, with Defign to get into the Town, fome 
fay by the Hill of the Capuchias, others by crotling 
the Po and the Doria near the Outlet of the latter 
where are 2 good Fords ; Bur the Count d’ Eftain 
who encamp’d on that fide with his Body of Troops, 
attack’d them fo vigoroufly, that 80 were kill’d on 
the Spot and 15 made Prifoners ; the reft betook 
themfelves to Flight , throwing off their Horfes 200 
Sacks of Powder which our Men took, The 15 
Prifoners being examin’d reporced unanimoufly, that 
the Duke of Savoy kad commanded their Officers to 
venture at all and fear no Danger; to carry their 
Point. The Cavalry of the Place fally’d at the fame 
times to facilitate the Entrance of this Convoy , bat 
was driven back into the Town by our Grenadiers, 
with the Lofs of 30 Men and 28 Horfes, The 2:ft 
the Duke of Savoy regird towards Carmagnole, 
much troubled for the ill Succefs of this Enterprize ; 
and fent to Chierafco the 2 Batrallions that he had 
drawn from thence to ftrengthen his flying Camp. 
To Day we have begun to fire to make a Breach in 
the Half-Moon, with 11 Cannon; that we have 
newly plac’d on the Coverd-Way, and in the Bafti 
on towards the City with anocher Battery of 6 Guns ; 
with fuch Succefs, that there is alrcady a fufficienc 
Brench in the Half-Moon. And ’tis talk’d we fhall 
Storm itto Night or to Morrow. In the mean Time 
the Befieged who for fome Days bave not fied from 
their Artillery, began agen to Day to endeavour to 
difmount our Batteries. They likewife throw a 
great many Bombs, one of which juft now kill’d 
M. de Honville ; and as Deferters who come over 
to us daily report, they continue determin’d to 
defend themfelves to the laft Extremity , and are 
emptying fome of their Mines to fupply themfelves 
with Powder. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Sepr. 3. 
Some Advices from Piemont fay, that the French 
had begun to make certain Difpofitions on the Road 
to Suza, which thew’d that they were putting them- 
felves into a Pofture for raifing the Siege of Turin 
in Cafe they fhould be compell’d to it by the Ap- 
aa of the Imperial Army. They add, that the 
uke of Savoy promifes 6 Sols a Day to every Pea- 
fant that will joyn him, and Exemption from 3

menar. Upon this Motion King Philip march’d and 
encamp'd on the River Xamama, between the Ene- 
my and Madrid, to cover that City. Letters from 
the Camp before Turin of the 23d Inftant, fay, that 
the Duke de la Feuillade having left Troops fuffici- 
ent to carry on the Siege of Turin, was march'd 
with a ftrong Detachment to poft himfelf in the im- 
portant Pafs of Stradella, through which Prince Eu- 
gene muft neceffary came to fuccour Turin ; and 
that the Duke of Savoy had convay’d 2 or 300 
Sacks of Powder into Turin.
